The Court has received the Parties' 20 Joint Status Report, which indicates that 
Defendant estimates there are approximately 4000 records potentially responsive to 
Plaintiffs request that remain to be reviewed and that the Parties have reached an 
impasse regarding a schedule for the processing of these potentially responsive 
records. Upon consideration of each party's position, it is hereby ORDERED that 
Defendant process the remaining potentially responsive records at a rate of 800 
documents per month until processing is complete, and that Defendant produce 
responsive, non-exempt records at the end of each month with the next production of 
documents occurring at the end of July 2019.
